For the purpose of attendance it is 
just about as sensible to count the actor«, 
scene-sbifters and proprietors of a theater ! 
as the men who went in on passes during 
the W o rld ’s fair. 
B u t as a m atter of curi­ 
osity it is interesting to know that the 1 
actual number of free admissions was a* 
near as is known tit this w riting (,"60,660 — 
about 20 per cent, of ttie paid admissions. 


A ctual I’ald A ttendance at I’ai ix. 


One section of the pass-ltolders that 
m ight l>e included in the “ attendant's” is 
that in which newspaper men and promi­ 
nent individuals were the favored ones. 
How m any of these there were figures are 
not at hand to show,but they were a small 
percentage of the total, which is made up 
of the thousands of employes of the direc­ 
tory and tiie exhibitor« vxilh those of the 
concessionaires.

The crystals, rem arks The Paper Trade, 
as formed by its com bination with iron, 
in Hi« 1 proportion of one atom of iron to 
two of tungsten, are silver gray and very 
brilliant. 
It is thought that when tu n g ­ 
sten is alloyed with steel some of the 
(•« impound just describeil is formed in 
ill« ' mass, theivbv proilucingthe rem ark ­ 
able increase in tie* hardnesnof the steel. 
This \s an interesting ex aiupl« * of the 
value t hat « me metal may lend to the oth­ 
er, for, until the discovery that it could 
be used in hardening steel, tungsten, al­ 
though it occurs 
111 considerable abu n­ 
dance, was practically useless and w ith­ 
out value.
